The opportunity for economy is 
found, first, in using the kinds of 
posts which, taking into account both 
cost and durability, are cheapest in

The facts concerning the use of 
fence posts in 
Iowa were brought 
out by an investigation which the 
Department of Agriculture has been 
making through 
inquiries sent to 
farmers. 
Several thousand replies 
have been used in compiling the fig­ 
ures, which, combined 
with statis­ 
tics issued by the Iowa State Board 
of Agriculture as to the number of 
farmers and the acreage, 
furnished 
the totals. 
According to these to­ 
tals about 1 0 ,0 0 0 ,0 0 0 posts are call­ 
ed for yearly to 
build and repair 
fences on 209.163 farms, of an av­ 
erage size*of 1 5 8 4 acres each. 
The low' place attained by black 
walnut and butternut, generally rat­ 
ed high in lasting 
properties, is 
probably due to the 
fact that the 
posts were round 
and small, and 
therefore largely sapwood which de­ 
cays quickly. 
The life of such posts 
would be much extended by gving 
them preservative treatment. 
Pre­ 
servative treatment increases the life 
of all wooden posts and more than 
doubles the period of usefulness of 
those which are mostl5* 
sapwood. 
The two million dollars spent year­ 
ly by Iowa farmers in buying and 
setting fence posts might be mater­ 
ially lessened by putting into prac­ 
tice the well-know’n methods of wood 
preservation. 
It costs much less to 
treat a post than to buy a new one 
and set it in the ground, and in ad­ 
dition much wood could be saved for 
other purposes. 
The Department of 
Agriculture has made a special stu­ 
dy of practical methods of preserv­ 
ing farm timbers, so that it is able 
to inform interested inquirers how* 
to do this for themselves.
